On the 12th of December, 1881. the 


day Mr. Blame's successor was con- 
firnwd, Sweeny wrote a letter from 
Dunkirk jail to his daughter, in 
which he said. 


"Your mother wiotf to Mr. Btaine 


about my rase, but that gentleman did 
not dfxjn etaia ieply. 
I heard noth- 


ing whatever from him. 


About a couple of weeks ago I saw 


in the English papers a report of his 
speech in Philadelphia, wherein he 
states that he is more loyal to Queen 
Victoria thun any British subject. So 
it wonld appear that we appealed to 
the wrong man. I am now in jail go- 
ing on seven months, charged with 
no crime, and not even a shadow of B 
suspicion that I violated any law, 
and when our American minister asks 
a civil question about me, he is snub 
bed, insulted and hie flag trampled 
on; but he does not appear to moke 
much fuss about it, and the American 
government takes no notice of the 
question any more than the king of 
tjie Sandwich Islands would." 


The letter fiom which this is an 


extract was published in January 
1882, and aroused great indignation 
throughout the country Letters were 
written to different members of con- 
gress, and resolutions of inquiry were 
introduced m both houses. Speak- 
ing to this resolution Senator Voor- 
hees made one of his most eloquent 
speeches, from which we have pub- 
lished an extract 
No one dared to 


defend the action of Mr. Blame, as 
Secretary of State. Notwithstanding 
all this Sweeny was kept in jail 
until Anguet 1882, and then discharg- 
ed without trial, or even knowing 
who Lis Hceubers were 


For ninch of the data in the above
